II' an armed enemy lands on American 
soil, it is the duty of the government 
to repel the invaders. A tie-up in vita 
industries 
like coal or the railroads, 


would 
be just as threatening to the 


safety of the people as an invasion of 
the country. Therefore unless a gov- 
ernment can protect the people from 
this danger, it is failing to answer the 
purpose for which a government is es 
tablished. 


There are two 
ways 
in 
which it 


might act. The first is to pass laws 
for compulsory arbitration and forbid 
strikes in the vital industries under 
penalty of the law. This should be 
considered a last resort. 


Much less friction and less lasting 


ill feeling will be created, if the gov 
ernment in such cases makes its plans 
to operate these vital necessities tem- 
porarily, until the employer and em- 
ploye groups can get together and acT 
just their differences. 


For this purpose the government 


will have to depend principally upon 
the army. It would be a patriotic duty 
for the soldiers to operate mines and 
railroads in such 
exigencies. 
They 


would have public sentiment behind 
them. 
It is the duty of the govern- 


ment to keep these vital services work- 
ng, and the government that fails to 
do it will not keep office long.
